More than 140 years after it was minted, Steve Petty 
discovered a previously unreported variety of the 1870 
CC Seated dollar. 

So far no other examples of die marriage 3B have 
turned up. 

Steve started on his quest when he noticed unusual 
raised lines on the obverse of the coin. He compared it 
with nearly 100 coins photographed in online auction 
catalogs and determined that his was the first coin of 
this variety.
